It was terribly hot at Washington Park yes- 
terday and although the program was not 
meteoric the racing was right in line with the 
weather, there being no less than four red hot 
finishes. 

Tuthill’s hair-line victory over Star Chime 
and Livadia’s easy mile in 1 :39i were the most 
notable features of the afternoon, and each 
created enthusiasm among the languid, half- 
melted crowd. 

Livadia ran her fast mile in the last race, 
which, from a speculative standpoint, was per- 
haps the hottest race of the present meeting. 
There were ten starters, and each was reported 
to be a “good thing.” Consequently, during the 
allotted time for betting the ring resembled the 
wheat pit on the Board of Trade. Everyone 
was pushing everyone else, prices were at all 
times changing, and there was all kinds of 
money to bet on each of the starters. Conse- 
quently, the “Ixxrkies” that do business on a 
percentage basis must have reaped a harvest. 

Livadia was backed from 6 to 1 down to 5 to 1 
and judging from the activity jockey Mathews 
showed in getting her utf he must have had a 
ticket planted deep in bis boot. When the bar- 
rier went up Mathews and Livadia were away 
and gone and nothing ever got within reach of 
them. It was every post a winning one with 
Mathews and Livadia, who was fit and ready, 
stood the terrific pace like an aristocrat and 
came home by herself in 1:.391. 

The race was one of selling couditioiis and 
when Livadia was put on the market “Texas” 
Smith, who knows the value of horseflesh as 
well if not better than anyone else, tried to buy 
her. She was entereil fur .>‘900, but Smith ran 
her up to $1,300, but Mr. Orifiin stood the .$100 
raise and retained his mare. 

Tuthill in the fifth event beat Star Chime 
simply through the action of the nod, and it 
was one of those finishes that kept those that 
were interested in either of the first two on 
their tiptoes all during the last sixteenth of a 
mile. First Tuthill would bob in front, then 
Star Chime would have the advantage, and so 
the pair fought it out to the end, and at the 
wire it happened to l^e Tuthill’s turn to be in 
front and he got the decision. Vititoe rode the 
winner and his good ride is worthy of comment. 

Green B. Morris created somewhat of a stir 
himself by winning two purses with Modrine 
and Silver Garter. Both of these were backed 
heavily by Mr. Morris, and although Star Chime 
was beaten by a narrow margin, and Craven, 
also from bis stable, was left at the post be- 
cause Bullman refu.'^ed to ride him, the old 
turfman pulled up smiling and for once in his 
career had no fault to find. 

Craven being left at the post was caused by a 
combination of circumstances. The colt is a 
brother of the well known bad actor Dorian, 
and seems to be just about as crazy as Dorian 
ever was, and after running away with Bullman 
a couple of times and breaking most of the 
boy’s trappings, the colt eventually unseated 
him and then the boy refused to remount and 
ride. After all this there was nothing for 
Starter Dwyer to do but to dispatch the field 
without Craven, which he did. The colt was 
heavily backed on account of Bullman being up, 
but his backers took their medicine without a 
murmur.l 

Likeness, after a hard drive, beat Kid Cox by 
three-quarters of a length in the Craven race. 

Espionage, driving and all out, beat Catas- 
trophe and Red Pirate by a small margin in the 
third race, which was at one mile and a six- 
tsentb. 

Mr. Thompson, owner of Sidney Lucas, has 
bought the jumper Cbeesemite for $i,000. He 



will take the filly east with him as a stable 
companion to the Derby winner. 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A lot of misplaced discussion of the bearing 
of the decision of the Washington Park stew- 
ards will have in relation to Mr. Schreiber’s 
racing his horses over other tracks, local and 
otherwise, has been printed. Prima facie there 
is nothing in that decision that would neces- 
sarily operate prejudicially against him so far 
as other racing organizations are concerned. 
He has not been ruled oS, or even suspended. 
Rule 3 of American Racing Rules says : “At the 
discretion of officers, and without notice, any en- 
try, or the transfer of any entry, may be refused.” 
In substance, although not specifically so stated 
the Washington Park stewards acted under 
that rule, and there is nothing in racing law or 
practice that extends the operation of that de- 
cision beyond the confines of the Washington 
Park track. The rule was designed to meet a 
case where a certain owner, or owners, might be 
obnoxious to a particular jockey club, although 
welcome and in friendly good standing with 
others. 

A recent issue of the Thoroughbred Record 
contained the following dispatch: 

Rack Track, Latonia, Ky., June 29.— Tom 
McDowell this morning offered, in response to 
Hiner’s proposition for a three-cornered special, 
among School for Scandal, Monarka and Queen 
Carnival, to match Monarka against Queen 
Carnival, as School for Scandal had left here. 
Hiner declined, as he wanted two to one for his 
money, that is, School for Scandal to start. 
McDowell said that everybody knew that 
School for Scandal had to go to Chicago, 
but that Hiner could have more than 
two to one, for the Newport manage- 
ment would add $300 and that he would 
make a side bet with Hiner of $1,000 to .$500 
that Monarka could beat Carnival, and con- 
cede to Hiner the other half furlong, making 
the race five and a half furlongs. Hiner de- 
clined this proposition, presumably on the plea 
that be expected the other two to run them- 
selves off their feet and then his filly would 
beat both through the stretch. W'ith only one 
other starter he believes Carnival could not 
win. The match is off.” 

In commenting on this dispatch Col. William 
S. Barnes said : “T. C. McDowell was anxious 
to make a match against any other filly, or 
fillies, at Latonia for he was sure his spleudid 
daughter of Prince of Monaco easily held safe 
all of her age and sex at that track. In a letter 
to me he says, ’Monarka is a first-class filly and 
can beat any filly that has been at Latonia this 
spring.’ As for myself 1 had no part in any talk 
about matches and would not make a match 
with any friend. I am probably as proud of 
Monarka as my friend McDowell is, since she 
was sired by my young horse Prince of Monaco 
and I hope she will prove at Saratoga that she 
is all Mr. McDowell thinks she is.” 

Among the visitors to Latonia last week was 
Mr. S. Basch, a detective from Savannah, who 
was passing through the city on “official” busi- 
ness. Mr. Basch was “chaperoned” by his old- 
time friend Billy Porter, and he was given a 
good time and also put down right on several 
of the “good” things. Mr. Basch reports that 
race meetings at Savannah in the near future 
are almost assured. There is a full mile track 
on the outskirts of the Georgia city, known in 
former days as the Tenbroeck track. There is no 
better track in the country, Mr. Basch says. It 
has not been used for racing purposes for a 
number of years, but the grand stand and 
stables have remained intact. The inclosure
